Russia’s stake in the peace was 
the controversial topic discussed 
at the last meeting of the Inter- 
national Relations club, Tuesday 
night, Ted Parker, president, re- 
ported. 

Ray Wright asserted that Russia 
was lowly becoming a capitalistic 
nation, to which members of the 
club agreed. But the topic is so 
great that discussion on it will be 
earried over into the third meeting 
January 7.

the Dardanelles, while Robert 
Phillips spoke on Russia’s five year 
plan.

Dick 
Smith asserted that the allied 
arimes should withdraw from Ger-

Among the types of -articles 
which daily slide on the copy desk, 
features hold a unique position by 
acting as a link between the stilt- 
ed news story and the personal 
column. Human _ interest is the 
keynote of the special articles 
which draw out the unusual inci- 
dent, and stir emotions. 


Little children unknowingly cre- 
ate many features and as Christ- 
mas nears ‘“‘Dear Santa’ letters 
will appear in print, while Santa 
Claus and a young ‘‘New Year” 
will be featured personalities. 

Places, as well as people, make 
feature news. If it rains or is 
foggy in California, that is a choice 
item for a Florida writer.

A misplaced word, or the trans- 
position of a mere two letters in 
the writing of news may mean the 
difference between fact and libel. 
Readers may not notice anything 


else in your copy, but rest as- 
sured they will catch your mis- 
takes. 

In Fort Smith, Arkansas the 
mayor’s wife died and the old ice 
house burned on the same day. 
The local gazette printed a two 
column portrait of the deceased 
lady on page one with a caption 
reading “‘old eyesore gone at last.” 
This is a ludicrous reminder to 
make sure your captions are un- 
der the right picture, as related by 
Bennet Cerf.

Yorker magazine emphasizes the 
fact that there is a large market 
in other people’s mistakes. ‘Dr.

Alert Advertising 
Pays Dividends

Don office and see several reporters busily at work. Some 


are checking in the morgue 


for facts in previous issues; 


some preparing interviews with prominent students and 


faculty members; and still 


others putting the finishing 


touches on stories. Take a look up on the walls of the 
office when you are in it. On it are over 20 national and 
state awards which give El Don All-American honor rat- 
ing. They don’t hand those things out like free samples, 


either. 


Drop into the office on a Wed- 
nesday nght preceding a Friday 
issue. You'll find the page edi- 
tors making up their pages; de- 
ciding what news to print, what to 
cut. That’s work, fella’. It’s not 
just a few minutes spent in these 
night secessions, it’s hours. Many’s 
the night those lights are burning 
till 1:00 and 2:00 A. M. O. K,, 
it’s your turn, “Is it worth it?” 

Do you know who woes the 
writing for El Pon? Very prob- 
ably not. Over 20 journalism 
students compose the staff of El 
Don. Theirs is a class in news 
writing; learning how to write up 
a story, what to put in it, the 
do’s and don’ts of newspaper writ- 
ing. It’s a tough racket and a 
lot of them fall by the wayside, 
but others continue. 

Supposing the copy is all in, 
who carries the ball from there? 
It’s passed on to another journal- 
ism class, one in news editing and 
copyreading. The members of this 
class are the ones who hold the 
editors jobs. Theirs is the task 
of making decisions; that of try- 


Forum Speaker Tells 
Of Jap War In Siam 


The infiltrating of 21 brilliant 
Siamese into Siam and the estab- 
ishment of connection with the 
underground movement in that 
country aganst the Japanese was 
told by ex-OSS Colonel Nicol 
Smith Monday night, December 2, 
in the third lecture of the Santa 
Ana forum series. 

Chosen by General William J. 
Donovan, head of the Office of 
Strategic service, Smith was to 
lead the young patriots, most of 
whom held Ph. D. degrees from 
leading U. S. universities, back to 
their native land to set up radio 
contact stations as outlets for mili- 
tary information concerning the 
weather, enemy troop movements, 
and the amount of Japanese mili- 
tary equipment and _ installations 
in that area. 

Given a half-million dollars to 
outfit the expedition, Smith told 
of the preparations and the 89 
day trip to China, where he was 
aided by General Claire Chennault 
of Flying Tiger fame, who furn- 
ished planes. 

After successfully setting up the 
radio stations, Smith, himself, was 
sent into Siam as adviser to its 
premier and lived in Bangkok, sur- 
rounded by Japanese, for several 
months.
